er than it has been tor years buck. 

In addition, to this, there is quite a large 
surplus on hand from the last year’s pro- 
duct in nil parts of the Union where a. 
surplus has usually been rntacd. 

The early crop*, wheat, o«U, Ac., 
have yielded unusually abuuduni through- 
out 1 tho entire Union, and we see no rea- 
son for tho present high price of flour , 1 
nndotiicfi uriiclos of provision.
